Applicant should note that the non-preferred embodiment does not 
teach the presence of adhesive with the laminate as claimed and hence, the laminate Is found to be devoid of the adhesive. Further, 
preferred embodiment does not constitute teaching away from a broader disclosure or non-preferred embodiment..
